the Co-Operative Associations Act 

By M. Eliassoai 

, Many questions arise relating to shares in a co-operative. 
There is some confusion apparently, as to how a co-operative 
association may arrange to finance a project. Section 17 of 
the Act, under the caption.“Shares in Associations Having 
Share Capital,’’ tells us how: , < 

(.17) 1. The capital of an association having share capital 
shall be divided into shares Of such denominations as set out 
in me memorandum and may be changed from time to timfc 
by Amendment of the memorandum. 

l 2. In addition to ordinary shares, shares in the associa¬ 
tion may be issued with such preferred, deferred or other 
special rights, or with such restrictions as the association may 
fpojn time to time by extraordinary resolution determine, but 
(a)i no preference share carries with it any voting rights. 

*'No preference share carries with it an interest in the 
assets of the associat ion over and above the par value of the 
shares or such premiums above par value as is specified when 
shares are issued, and 

(c) The association has the right to redeem a preference 
are upon such notice as may be specified in the extraordi- 
nv resolution, or if no provision for notice is contained in
